l.EAT,  a  staple  of  the  American  diet,  vns  put  on  the  list  of  rationed  foods  16 
months  after  Fearl  Harbor.    Large  amounts  are  needed  for  the  armed  forces  and 
Lend-Lease  at  a'time  when  high  civilian  income  has  stimulated  the  biggest 
domestic  demand  for  meat  in  our  history. 

AFTER  pushing  hog  production  to  an  all-time  peak  in  1943,  farmers  reduced  hog 
numbers  sharply  last  year  principally  because  of  feed  shortages  and  marketing 
difficulties  in  the  late  winter  and  spring.     The  total  1944  pig  crop  of  C6, 753, 000 
head  was  down  29  per  cent  from  the  record  crop  of  1943. 

SINCE  the  reductions  last  year  were  greater  than  suggested  in  the  1944  goals, 
plus  the  fact  that  a  record  corn  crop  was  harvested  last  fall,  the  farrowing  goal 
for  this  spring  calls  for  an  increase  in  spring  pigs  over  a  year  earlier. 


How  Much 


"WITH  FEED  supplies  relatively  more  abundant  than  last  year,  the  War  Food 
Administration  has  taken  these  actions  to  stimulate  more  pork  production: 

1.  Recommended,  in  cooperation  with  State  groups,  that  spring  farrowings 
be  increased  4  per  cent  above  1944. 

2.  Urged  farmers  to  hold  back  bred  gilts  which  they  had  intended  to  market 
this  winter. 

3.  Broadened  the  Govprnmeht  support  price  to  cover  hoavierhog  weights 

and  extended  the  termination  date  of  the  prosent  support  price  to  larch  31,  1946. 

THSS^l  CliAFGES  should  also  help  avoid  marketing  gluts     since  farmers  can  hold  back 
their  hogs  when  markets  are  crowded  with  less  fear  of  discount  for  their  heavier 
hogs.     The  number  of  pigs  saved  in  the  fall  season  of  1944  was  small  —  indicated 
at  34  percent  below  the  record  fall  crop  of  1943.    So  farmers-  should  begin 
marketing  their  spring  pigs  early  this  year  so  that  packing  plant-  facilities 
can  be  maintained  at  a  level  which  will  enable  them  to  handle  the  heavier  runs 
of  '45  spring  pigs  that  arc  inevitable. 

A  SLAUGHTER  of  78.2  million  hogs  in  1945  can  be  expected  from  the  1944  nig 
croos  and  the  pigs  farrowed  in  the  spring  of  1945  if  the  goal  is  achieved.

REDUCTION  IN  MI  IK  PAYMENT  DELAYED 

Because  of  higher  prices  for  hay  and  labor  plus  the  need  for  maximum,  milk 
production,  Wk  has  extended  through  April  the  first  quarter  rates  for  dairy 
production  payments.    This  means  that  producers  in   County  will  re- 
ceive payments  of  70  cents  a  hundredweight  for  milk  and  ten  cents  a  pound  for 
butterfat  produced  during  April. 

However,  unless  rates  are  revised,  the  milk  payment  is  scheduled  to  drop 
to  35  cents  a  hundredweight  for  May  and  June,  according  to  F.  T,  Lopez  of  the

CATTLE  ARE  KEY  TO  SOLVING  MEAT  SHORTAGE 

The  War  Food  Administration  is  urging  ranchers  to  continue  the  heavy 
marketing  that  they  have  already  started  in  r  esponse  to  the  nation's  need  for 
meat,    A  record  number  of  cattle,  calves,  sheep  and  lambs  were  marketed  in  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year  to  help  relieve  the  gap  in  meat  supplies  created 
by  the  sharp  drop  in  hog  slaughter.    Slaughter  of  cattle  and  calves  in  the 
first  quarter  topped  the  same  period  la  st  year  by  more  than  12  per  cent,  while 
sheep  and  lamb  slavr-hter  was  up  seven  per  cent. 

With  near— record  numbers  of  cattle  about  the  only  source  of  increased  meat 
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supplies,  the  need  is  great  for  beef  supplies  to  reach  the  market  as  fast  as 
the  animals  are  in  slaughter  condition, 

PARITY  PRICES  HIT  NET.*  RECORD 

Parity  prices  of  farm  products  reached  a  new  25-year  high  on  March  15 9 
as  prices  received  by  farmers  averaged  114  per  cent  of  parity.    According  to 
the  USDA  report,  strong  demand  for  farm  products  has  been  sufficient  to 
maintain  prices  at  nearly  twice  their  pre-World  War  I  level, 

TJATER  USERS  WILL  REBUILD  IRRIGATION  SYSTEM 

Directors  of  the  newly-organized  Storrie  Project  Water  Users'  Association 
in  the  Gallinas-Tecolote  Soil  Conservation  District  have  asked  the  Soil 
Conservation  Service  for  8 ssistance  in  rebuilding  their  whole  irrigation 
system.    The  26  miles  of  the  main  and  lateral  canals  above  the  farms  will  be

Farmers' ' plans  total  about  eight  per  cent  below  the  1945  goal  and  four 
per  cent  below  the  1944  planted  acreage.    At  average  yields,  this  intended 
acreage  will  mean  only  a  hundred  pounds  for  each  civilian  if  other  claims 
are  met.    From  1935  till  1Q39,  the  average  American  ate  130  pounds. 

DAVIS  V.ARNS  AGAINST  INFLATION 

The  rfeiw  director  of  the  Office  of  Economic  Stabilization,  "William  H# 
Davis,  has  issued  a  warning  against  the  possibility  of  inflation. 

In  a  letter  to  Y.'ar  Food  Administrator  Marvin  Jones,  Director  Davis  said: 
""We  are  approaching  a  critical  day,  the  final  defeat  of  Germany.    No  one  can 
doubt  that  VE-Day  will  powerfully  affect  the  swirling  currents  of  a 
$200,000,000,000  war  economy.    Every  understanding  person  with  a  fair  share 
of  the  milk  of  human  kindness  will,  I  believe,  be  doubly  alert  in  this
